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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a first action on the merits of application serial no. 10/762,389 
filed on January 22, 2004. 

Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statements filed on January 22, 2004 and April 20, 
2005 have been acknowledged. 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

-On page 1 of the original specification, line 3 of paragraph [007], "hales" should 

be changed to -holes-. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 12, 19, 20 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

-In claim 12, lines 4 and 5, the grammar should be corrected, there seems to be 
words missing or words needed to be deleted. 

-In claim 19, the limitation "said individual chambers" should be changed to or 
consistent with "axially extending chambers" as introduced in claim 17. 

-In claim 20, the limitation "said pressure medium supply holes" should be 
changed to or consistent with "radial holes" as introduced in claim 13. 
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Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 22 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 22 recites the limitation "the outer friction cones" in line 3. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 12, 21 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Fredriksen et al ('691 ). Friedriksen et al discloses a selector clutch connected to a 
transmission shaft (21), two gear wheels (13, 15) mounted thereon (can have rib faces 
with cone shape Figure 5), an unrotatably and axially moveable sleeve (23) supported 
on the shaft to axially couple to the gear wheels, the sleeve movable by a shifting 
device (27, 28) actuated by pressure medium controlled by a hole (35) extending in the 
interior of the shaft, the transmission shaft can hold several systems (Figure 1) as 
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stated above in an offset axial direction and the pressure medium can supply to each 

system independently (via 36, 37). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 13-20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 

but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 

the base claim and any intervening claims.
